At Edinburgh, the Seventeenth day of September, one thouſand fix hundred eighty nine years. 
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HE Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, Taking to their Conſideration, that when Their Majeſt ies Forces 
| ſhal be Diſpoſed of in their Winter · Quarters, or in their Tranfient- Quarters, while they paſs through the 
\| Countrey, they may commit Abuſes on the Countrey People, by exaRing Free · Quarters, or at leaſt not ſa» + 
24) tistying their Land-Jords for the ſame, and that others may Deſtroy and carry away their Cornes and Hay,with- 
out giving any ſatisfaction therefore; And they being moſt defirous, that Proviſions be made for the ſaids Forces, 
— and the Furniſhers thereof ſufficiently. ſatisfied and payed, . and+char the Parties ſo Idjured may be Redreſſed 
of the prejudice they ſhall Suſtain by any of His Majeſties Forces; and that ſuch Abuſes may be fully prevented, Dy therefore 
conform to the 3d Act of the 3d Parl. of K-Ch, 24. In Their Majeſties Name and Authority, Strictly Prohibit and Diſcharge 
all Free- Quartei ing of the Souldiers, either Tranſient or Local, upon any ot Their Majeſties Subjects; and in caſe any Officers 
or Souldiers, ſhall exa q any Free- Quarters, or àny ſuch Locality hereafter, the Damnage being inſtructed before two Commiſ- 
fioners of Aſſeſſment, upon production of a Certificat thereof under their hands, the Officer being Required by way of Ins 
ſtiument, td give Redreſs to the Party, and not doing the ſame, ſhall loſs a Months Pay, which they ordain to be given to 
the Party injured, by the Collector of the Ceſs or Exciſe, in the Shire, by and attour the ſaid Damnage, which they Declare, 
ſhall be allowed to him by the General Receivers; And in caſe any of the Officers or Souldiers upon the Scots Eſtabliſhment, 
ſhall remove from their Quirters, Local or Tranſient, without paying the ſame, or at leaſt Clearing and Fitting Accompts 
with their Land- lords, under their Hands; The Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council allow their ſaids Land- lords to repair to 
two of the ſaids Commiſſioners, and before them verifie their Accompts upon their Oath, and Sign the ſame with the ſaids 
Commiſſioners, that payment may be made to the ſaids Land- lords, conform to the ſaids Accompts by the General Receiv- 
ers and their Collectors, of the firſt end of the Pay that ſhall be due to the ſaids Officers and Souldiers, who ſhall Remove with- - .. 
out Paying or Clearing their ſaids Quarters, And becauſe the Forces upon the Zngl:ſþ Eſtabliſnment, cannot fall under the 
manner of payment, Ipecified in the ſaid 42 : Therefore the ſaids Lords of Privy Council, Do hereby Ordain and Appolnt, 
that beforeany of the Kids Forces Remove from their Quarters, Local or Tranſient, that they ſhall clear with their Land- lords, 
either by preſent Payment, or by Stated and Fitted Accompts, under the Hands of their Officers, whetein if they fail, The 


ſaids Lords Declare, that it ſhall be leiſum and lawtul to any Perſons who had Souldiers Quartered upon them, or Furniſhed 
them any Proviſions, to Kepait to auy two un wy pioicur LOULUUED UL AUTINENT, and to verie the Accompts r eſting to 


them by any ol the ſaid Forces, upon their own Oaths, to the effect that the ſaids Accompts being Signed by them,” and two -_

to ſuſtain by the negle@ of the ſaids Officers and Souldiers, or their delay of timous Satisfaction, and for preventing thegrear © 

and many inconveniencies that the Countrey do ſuſtain from the Officers and Souldiers, by their Pillaging . e away of 

Corns, without any Appretiation thereof, or ſatisfaRion given for the ſame z They Do, in Their Majeſties Name and Au- 

thority foretiid ; Require and Command the preſent Commiſſioners of Aſſeſſment, whereof five to be a Quorum, within all 

the Shires on this ſide the River of Tay, betwixt and the third day ol 0Zober next; And all the Commi rs on the other 

ſide thereof, betwixt and the eleventh Day of the ſaid Month, to meet and appoint the prices of Corns, Stra and Hay, and to 

take and lay down ſuch effectual methods, for providing a Magazine of the ſaids Proyitions, for the ſpace ol eight dayes at the 

ſeveral Burghs of theirShires, as they ſhall be advertiſed, for the number-of Forces to be Quartered upon them, and & from 

time to time, during the continuation of their Quarters at that place: And the ſaids Lords Requireand Command, the aids. 
Commiſſioners to Order and Appoint the Collectors of Ceſs within the ſaidsreſpeRive-Shires, to make preparation for, a 

furniſh the ſaids Magazines, in manner, and for the time above-mentioned, — ſhall be allowed to them reſpectivd, out of 

the Ceſi due, and payable by the ſaids Shires, how far they ſhall not be payed by the faids O fficeis and Troopers And they 
Do.hefeby Strictly Diſcharge and Prohibite, all Officers and Souldiers from going out to Forrage from the place ol their aſſign 

ed Quarters, under all higheſt Penalty, And Ordainstheſe Prefents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at the — Con ol n.
